WASHINGTON, March 30 (U.R) — The big three's secret 
agreement on extra voles ^or Russm and tVie United States in 
the world Bflscmbly pointed todny to a bitter fight between 
the biff and little nntionB at the Snn Frnncisco conference 
. April 26. 

It is certain to stir up a violent controversy among the 
American public and lo split the TJ. S. delegation on the eve 
of tho conference to create a world orgnniratlon for keeping 
the peace. 

Immediate unofficial re- 
action wa3 diailluaioiiment. 
Sen. Joseph H. Ball, R., Minn., 
characterized it as a "gratui- 
. tous slap flt the amall na- 
tions." Sens. Arthur H. Vnn- 
denberg, R., Mich., and Wal- 
lace H. White, R., Mo., de. 
nounced it and opposed extra 
votes for the United States aa 
much aa for other countries.

A CRACK IN THE CURFEW BELL 
With the Allied Food and Entcrtalnnienl 
Industries of Qrcaler New York's voluntary 
decision to decline Mnjor LaQuardla's "ox- 
tra hour of tolerance" and abide by Mobiliza- 
tion Director Byrnes' midnight curfew re- 
quest, the whole luss between the mai^OT anri 
Mr. Byrnes seems to have simmered down to 
a tempest In o dcmi-tnssc. But perhaps It is of 
some interest as an example of how a psycho- 
logically sound idea can be defeated by un-. 
sound psychology of application. 

Mr. Byrnes requested the curlew as a means 
of savlOE heat, electricity, transportation 
and manpower. He fortified the request by 
invoking OPA and \mc sanctions which 
.could, lor all practical purposes, put anyone 
out of business who refused to accede to the 
request. 

Mr, Byrnes also monlloned Eome less tan- 
gible but more persuasive reasons for a cur- 
lew, and has since repeated Ihem. They ate 
unanswerable. Certainly, as he said, the men 
nt the front have a right to expect some 
Email sacrifices from us at home. And cer- 
tainly It Is a small sacrifice Indeed to end 
one's merrymaking at midnight. 

But these reasons were not given na the 
Impelling force behind the curfew. Instead, 
Mr, Byrnes requested the curfew as a prac- 
tical economy. And even before It went Into 
effect It was obvious that the saving would 
bo small. 

Nevertheless, city governments throughout 
the land responded patriotically, And none 
was more enthusiastic than New York's, 
where the mayor put through the city coun^ 
cll a new closing law, with arrest and stiff 
punishment for violators, Then speakeasies 
sprang up. And soldiers on leave, at loose 
■ ends after midnight, got Into more trouble 
than they would ever find In a night club. 

So Mr. LaOuardla reversed himself with 
equal enthusiasm, defying Mr. Byrnes and the 
city's new closing \b.v^ which he hlnwelt had 
put through. iVwon him condemnation al- 
most everywhere except In his home city. But 
tho homo city is where the mayor Is running 
lor reelection next fall. 

And tho curfew might thus have stood to- 
day, Unee-deep In ineptitude. But the army 
and navy orders to servicemen to observe the 
midnight curfew hour seem to have won the 
Issue for Mr. Byrnes where other means tm 
]y created an Impasse. 

The whole thing seems to demonstrate 
again that you can't IcElslate responsibility 
into a people, especially the American people,, 
and most especially by such devious ways.' 
The denQuomtnt Indicates that Mr. Byrnes 
might have been more successful If he had 
Irankly Invoked his curfew on ethical rather 
than practical grounds. 

As it is, there Is a swplclon that behind a 
Bcreen of dubious logic Mr, Byrnes has made 
a wcU-lntentloned but misguided effort to 
replace Individual conscience with a govern- 
mental substitute.

A poatwai 
onomlo IB thack might provide Im- 
ilus for bringlna them closer. In 
ihe mtai^llmt, lack ot orannlc unltv 
provides comfort and strength (or 
other elements of the population 
which may have cause to fear the 
arowlng power of organlied labor. 

The need for a department o( Ii 
bor to sfrve as labor's spokesman In 
the hails of goveriunenl has ceased 
ealit. Oraa'>lie<l labor It^ell Is 
hitcrested and acllvo In every phase 
of amemment sctlvlly. Tho labor 
lobbies are as powerful as any prea- 
groups ever established In 
Washington by. industrial groups. 

Both AFL and CTO, and tho rail- 
way brotherhoods lo a lesser degree, 
have complete legislative progmmB. 
UMW goes alter the things that af- 
fect the coal Industry, but the other 
three. hare inlerests as broad as thi 
national economy, covering educO' 
tlon. taxes, racial discrimination, ap- 
proprlallons. 

Practically no proposal comes up 
In congress, practically no order la 
Issued by an executive agency with- 
out drawloE »ome comment of en- 
dorsement or disapproval from AFL 
President Qreen or CIO President 
Murray. 

Union officials sit on many war 
aaency advisory groups, tinlon rep- 
resentatives stl on the national war 
labor board, passing Judgment on Its 
own ■cofflroi'erslej, though not al- 
ways winning majority decisions to 
labor's, liking. 

The federal government haa be- 
come so thoroughly aaturated With 
tho organized labor point of view 
that antl-labor forces have In many 
Instances turned to the state legisla- 
tures to enact curbs on labor acllvl- 
tlea. In turn, tho labor organlts- 
Uons are showing a greater Interest 
In stale and local govenrnient.
